import, we presiime, The Chinese of their 
own accord, we believe; put thie principle 
forward as one that would aim a ‘blow at 
lekin dues generally, and possibly as a pre- 
cursor of a aystem which would bring about 
their total extinction, at all eventa ag for aa 
foreign trade was concerned. Having reach. 
ed.thia point meana would soon be devised 
also for-their abolition on native trade, For 
the British Govornment to refuse to aceede 
the principle, and grant the increased duty 
on opium by some other arrangement, would 
mean that the objectionable principle of 
lekin would be upheld, and that instead of 
facilitating the abolition of the custom, 
it would rather have the effect of pro- 
longing and perpetuating the barriera.” 
The argument is ingenious, and thorough.
